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tie  President  s Illness 


rr  was  not  lack  of  sympathy  but  indent! 

a tribute  to  the  president  himself  that 
the  initial  reaction  to  news  of  Mr.  Eisen- 
hower's sudden  heart  attack  should  be 
one  of  acute  dismay.  Instantly  it  was 
sensed  that  his  illness,  in  spite  of  the  later 
welcome  report  of  his  favorable  progress 
and  the  sincere  hopes  for  his  complete 
recovery,  made  his  retirement  from  t tie 
political  scene  a likelihood  in  the  near 
future.  That  is  the  dominating  thought 
that  brings  disquiet  not  only  to  his  own 
country  but  also  to  the  other  nations  of 
the  free  world. 

No  man  is  indispensable,  as  the  presi- 
dent with  strangely  prophetic  utterance 
told  Republican  Party  leaders  only  the 
other  day,  but  at  the  present  juncture  of 
world  affairs  his  Is  a personality  that  can 
III  t>e  spared.  There  is  in  sight  on  the 
American  .scene  no  one  of  equal  stature 
to  take  his  place  Cleverer  men  there  may 
he.  but  none  with  the  strength  of  char- 
acter that  has  drawn  to  him  the  Ameri- 
can people,  and  those  elsewhere  in  the 
Western  world,  in  simple  trust.  He  is  in 


a true  sense  president  aliove  party  and 
in  the  eyes  of  F’urope  the  embodiment  of 
good  will  and  friendly  assurances.  Such 
men  are  not  common. 

It  is  not  meet  lo  write  off  a man  be- 
fore his  time  is  proved.  President  Eisen- 
hower may  be  restored  to  normal  health 
and  vigor,  and  that  will  tie  the  heartfelt 
wish  of  all.  He  is  at  the  peak  of  his 
political  understanding,  his  presidential 
novitiate  ripened  into  mature  power  and 
judgment  and  his  value  thereby  greatly 
enhanced.  Yet  his  illness  proclaims  the 
immense  strain  that  his  high  office  im- 
poses on  its  holder,  and  his  personal  wel- 
fare must  lie  set  abpve  the  need  of  his 
services.  There  can  tie  no  doubt  that  this 
consideration  will  outweigh  all  others  in 
the  minds  of  his  advisers,  but  the  outlook 
must  seem  doleful  for  the  Republican 
Party,  since  no  other  standard  bearer 
could  match  Mr.  Eisenhower  at  next 
year’s  presidential  election.  The  situation 
is  one  that  will  also  be  deeply  regretted 
outside  the  U.S.  border. 


New  Comfort  in  the  Air 


THE  preview  of  the  Vickers  Viscount 
turbo-prop  airliner  which  TCA  gave 
to  Victoria  at  the  Aveek-end  created  a 


very  favorable  impression  on  all  who  at- 
tended, and  especially  those  taken  aloft 
on  demonstration  flights.  Although  to 
outward  appearances  little  different  from 
conventional,  piston-engined  aircraft,  the 
Viscount's  mode  of  propulsion  is  a de- 
parture from  everything  to  which  Cana- 
dian travellers  have  boon  accustomed  in 
the  past.  The  Viscount  itself  is  a triumph 
of  British  aircraft  design,  and  adoption 
of  it  for  transcontinental  service  in  Can- 
ada marks  TCA  as  one  of  the  world’s 
mast  progressive  civilian  air  services. 

From  the  standpoints  of  operation, 
maintenance  and  economy  there  are 
many  advantages  to  TCA  in  adopting  the 
Viscount,  which  incidentally  is  the  world's 
first  propeller-turbine  airliner  and  an- 
other in  the  long  line  of  "firsts"  for 
Vickers- Armstrongs  Ltd.  From  the  pas- 
senger's point  of  view,  however,  what  dis- 
tinguishes it  most  from  all  aircraft  with 
wpich  he  may  have  been  familiar  hitherto 
Is  the  astonishing  freedom  from  noises 
and  vibration,  making  for  comfort  in 
flight  to  a degree  unattainable  in  piston- 
engined  planes. 


This  attribute  of  the  Viscount  Is  best 
exemplified  in  the  fact  that  conversation 
can  be  carried  on  in  flight  scarcely  above 
a whisper,  even  without  turning  one's 
head.  Since  the  constant  impact  of 
sound  and  vibration  over  a period  of 
several  hours  can  be  more  exhausting 
than  physical  exertion,  the  Viscount  lands 
its  passengers  at  the  end  of  a long 
journey  suffering  little  of  the  fatigue 
which  has  boon  inescapable  in  trans- 
continental flight  up  to  now.  This  is  tlje 
feature  of  flying  by  Viscount  which  im- 
presses the  passenger  far  more  than  all 
the  other  romfnrts  and  technical  advances 
which  have  been  incorporated  in  Ihe  40- 
pasxenger  Viscount,  with  its  320-mile-an- 
hour  cruising  speed. 

TCA  has  H of  these  smoothly  pro- 
pelled aircraft  already  in  operation  on 
other  North  American  routes,  and  11 
more  on  order  for  early  delivery.  Travel- 
lers by  air  who  have  experienced  flight 
in  ihe  Viscount  will  look  forward  with 
pleasure  to  the  time  when  Viscounts  go 
into  regular  service  on  the  transcon- 
tinental route  out  of  Vancouver  on  Nov. 
1.  Those  who  at  presenl  know  no  more 
of  the  Viscount  than  what  they  have  read 
have  a treat  in  store  for  them. 


Tri -Services  Exercise 


AS  a demonstration  to  citizens  of  what 
the  armed  services  are  capable  of. 
"Operation  Sea-Serpent  I."  staged  on 
Saturday  off  Esquimalt  lagoon,  was  an 
instructive  and  impressive  show.  Co- 
operation between  the  navy,  army  and 
air  force  proved  essential  in  the  late  war, 
and  some  of  the  techniques,  though  radi- 
cally altered  in  scope,  no  doubt  will  be  a 
part  of  all  defence  plaas  for  the  future. 
The  chief  rewards  of  tri -services  exer- 
cises rest  in  their  valuable  co-operative 
experience,  and  an  opportunity  for  of- 
ficial umpiies  to  point  out  where  in  real 
action  defending  or  attacking  forces  might 
have  laid  themselves  open  to  punishment. 

It  follows  that  the  show  that  the  public 
witne/tses  under  sham -bat tie  conditions 
requires  to  be  correlated  to  the  scheme 
of  action  that  the  umpires  may  have  be- 
fore them,  and  what  may  appear  as 
anomalies  in  the  exercises  are  not  so  in 
fact.  Warships  motionless  off  a hostile 
coast,  ammunition  ships  without  air 
cover,  provocative  winds  that  dwindle  on 
Ihe  job  of  distributing  smoke  screens  all 
have  to  be  read  off  against  the  official 
assumptions  for  the  exercise;  whether  it 
was  deemed  to  be  in  the  pre-dawn  dark, 
in  fog  and  so  forth.  It  is  when  the  um- 
pires have  marked  their  papers  and 
awarded  their  praise  and  blame  that  the 
results  of  a sham-battle  emerge.  As  the 
precursor  of  further  ^nd  more  extensive 


joint  exercises.  Operation  Sea-Serpent  I 
was  a spirited  affair. 

For  the  public  watching  the  field  day 
at  the  site  and  along  many  points  on  the 
waterfront  from  Dallas  Road  to  Albert 
Head.  Ihe  tri-services  demonstration  was 
a colorful  show.  By  sea,  land  and  air 
the  "attackers"  moved  in.  very  much  as 
they  would  have  done  in  actual  combat. 
The  simulation  of  fire  on  board  ship  and 
the  demolition  of  defending  stations  on 
shore,  accompanied  by  the  discharge  of 
naval  rifles,  depth  charges  and  simulated 
shell  bursts  on  the  beachhead  gave  a 
realistic  impression  of  the  scene  of  an 
actual  attack.  Of  special  interest  to  Vic- 
toria also  was  the  employment  of  two 
regiments  of  this  community,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  ships  from  Esquimalt  naval  base 
and  the  RCAF 

The  mounting  of  such  an  exercise  in- 
volves the  co-ordination  of  ihe  three 
armed  services  in  both  attack  and  defence 
roles,  the  movement  of  considerable  num- 
bers of  men  and  the  employment  of  such 
ships  and  aircraft  as  are  necessary  to  see 
the  plan  through.  It  is  probable  in  "Sea-* 
Serpent  I"  that  this  co-ordination  to- 
gether with  the  referees’  notes  and  the 
actual  experience  of  personnel  will  bo 
worth  all  of  the  effort  and  organization 
that  were  put  into  it.  It  was  a good  show 
as  the  public  saw  it,  and  no  doubt  a 
valuable  one  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
three  armed  services  them^’lves

WASHINGTON  .CP'— The 
White  House  said  Monday  it  is 
Icrnbly  sorry  bui  there  Is  no 
wav  Canadian  onions  can  he 
brought  into  the  United  Stales 
for  duty-free  sale  even  for  so 
lofty  a purpose  a-*  relief  for 
U.S.  hurricane  victims 
"We  ate  terribly  disappoint- 
ed.*' a spokesman  said 

'We  have  looked  at  the  Taw 
from  every  angle  but  there  just 
is  no  provision  whereby  tha 
onions  cun  he  imported  and 
turned  into  cash.  The  president 
has  no  such  power." 

The  White  Hou«**  dilemma 
arose  fr..m  an  oiler  by  Ontario 
onion  growers  to  ship  six  car- 
loads of  their  product  to  the 
IIS  for  sale  with  the  entire 
proceeds  of  J7  N00  to  $10,000 
going  to  the  relief  of  New  York 
state  onion  growers  whose 
crops  were  ruined  b>  hurricane* 
Connie  and  Diane 

The  Canadian  plan,  which 
originated  with  Bruce  Bradley, 
onion  grower  of  Paincourt.  Ont.. 
ran  afoul  of  US  tariff  Lvv* 
which  prevented  President  Eis- 
enhower from  waiving  a duty  of 
1\  cents  a pound  on  the  2*0,- 
000  pound  shipment. 

The  White  House  spokesman 
said  the  onions  could  have  en- 
tered the  U-S.  duty-free  had 
they  been  offered  directly  to 
hurricane  vlctlma  m rellet  .ap- 
plies In  the  form  of  food.
